He had 
gam ^anhingfor ber since then, 
until he had spent every cent he h id 
and had to go to work in Cairo 

Through a friend who correspond 
ed with tome one near Dorena, he 
learned that there was a young girl 
on a shanty boat at the head of No.

He started to Hickman Sunday, 
but had no money when he got to 
Union City and had to pawn bis coat 
to get here.
